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Radio History is Made at 
WRC-03 with 7-MHz Realign- 
ment Compromise 


from the ARRL: NEWINGTON, CT, 
Jul 3, 2003—There’s good news from 
World Radiocommunication Confer- 
ence 2003 (WRC-03) for 40-meter enthusiasts. In 
an 11th-hour compromise, delegates to WRC-03, 
which wraps up officially July 4, agreed to move 
broadcasters out of 7100 to 7200 kHz in Regions 1 
and 3 to make room for the Amateur Service. The 
agreement eventually will mean a 200-kHz world- 
wide allocation at 40 meters. Although the change 
does not go into effect until 2009, that’s considered 
speedy in International Telecommunication Union 
(ITU) terms. Some of the timelines proposed during 
discussions on the 7 MHz agenda item would have 
held off the changes until 2033! The WRC-03 ac- 
tion on 7 MHz makes no change in the exclusive US 
40-meter allocation. US amateurs will continue to 
enjoy the full 7000 to 7300 kHz band they now have. 


“History was made today,” said International Ama- 
teur Radio Union Secretary (and ARRL CEO) David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, who called the agreement a big 
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change over the status quo. “Never before in the his- 
tory of radiocommunication has an HF broadcast- 
ing band been shifted to accommodate the needs of 
another service. But that’s what happened at WRC- 
03 this morning.” 


“This provides a worldwide amateur allocation of 
200 kHz less than six years from now,” noted 
Sumner, speaking on behalf of the IARU observer 
team headed by IARU President Larry Price, W4RA. 
Sumner pointed out that the compromise cuts in half 
the incompatibility between amateur and broadcast- 
ing use of the 7 MHz band and doubles the 40-meter 
spectrum available to amateurs in Regions | and 3. 


While the result falls short of the IARU’s goal of a 
300-kHz worldwide exclusive band for amateurs, 
Sumner explained that ITU conference decisions are 
reached by consensus. “Building consensus requires 
give and take,” he said, “and we didn’t have much 
to give.”

President’s Message 
A “lot” has happened since last 
month.

\ one of our antennas on their tower.

After first saying they would 
help at the rally, a local club pulled their support. 
They would not help out if they could not be in charge. 
They knew that the special event station was orga- 
nized by the National Rally. They even asked us not 
to use their repeater. It was too bad that politics and 
egos got in the way of an otherwise special event for 
ham radio. The June program was a report on the 
activities at both the Auburn, and National Rally for 
America. It was given by Emery, KB9IB W, who was 
involved at both. He showed some video that was 
taken at both events.

The meeting was called to order by Vic, KA9LTV. 


Vic announced the July general meeting will be a work 
party to install antennas for the club station at Turn- 
stone.

Mark Johnson, Engineering Maintenance Supervisor for 
WANE-TV, explained why LIN TV Corporation, the 
parent company of the station, has requested the most 
of the antennas and feed line be removed from the tower 
by July 31, 2003. This not only affects ACARTS, but 
WANE-TV’s own communication antennas and other 
corporate antennas on the tower. 


The station will be installing a larger antenna for digital 
TV in the near future and the tower has to be strength- 
ened to support the weight. The existing multiple co- 
axial cable runs on the tower legs have to be removed to 
meet the engineering safety standards once the new digi- 
tal TV antenna is installed. The coax runs greatly in- 
crease the wind load, especially during an ice storm. 


LIN TV Corp. and WANE-TV have agreed to allow the 
Skywarn, 146.88 MHz, antenna to remain as a public 
service. The antenna that will remain will be a tri-band 
antenna at the 587 foot level. The 443.800 MHz UHF 
repeater and the 223.660 MHz BBS NETROM node 
can be duplexed to this antenna so that they can remain 
on the air for the present time. The 147.255 repeater, 
APRS, and the 145.01 MHz Digipeater antennas must 
be removed and a new site located for them. 


Nextel will have an antenna service company at the site 
on July 10th to remove several abandoned feed lines 
that they own. They will pay the set-up fee and the crew 
can remove the ACARTS antennas and feed lines at that 
time. The cost to ACARTS will be around $2000.00. 


A motion was made by Howard, N9ADS, to have the 
antennas removed by the Nextel supplied crew . It was 


seconded by Doug, NONNT and passed by a voice vote. 


A discussion about possible new sites for the removed 
equipment followed. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:30 pm.

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Fun With Towers 
(Or What Goes Up 
Sometimes Comes 
Down)

Towers, big antennas, and serious DXing seem 
to go hand-in-hand. Usually you start with a 
modest antenna at modest height. But it’s all 
uphill from there. 


When we lived in the Dallas/Ft Worth area, I 
had 40 feet of 
Rohn 25. On 
top was a 
Cushcraft A3 
with the 40m 
add-on kit. 
This setup 
served me well 
during our nine 
years in 5-land, 
allowing me to 
achieve 
S5BDXCC (5 
Band DXCC). 
For 80m I 
started with an 
inverted-vee 
just below the A3, changed to a short top-loaded 
vertical on the roof of the house, and eventu- 
ally ended up with a half-sloper off the tower - 
the half-sloper seemed to work the best of all 
three. 


When we moved to Ft Wayne in the summer of 
1988, the Rohn 25 tower went up before winter 
hit. But next spring brought a big desire to put 
up a bigger antenna up higher so I could “work 
more DX”. So I bought a 72-foot aluminum 
tower, and put it on a hinged base so I could 
crank it up and down. I put a Tennadyne 14- 
30MHz log periodic dipole array (LPDA) at the 
top. 


With the LPDA and a HAM IV rotator at the 
top, I was worried about all that weight out there 
when cranking it up. The LPDA weighed about 
30 pounds and the rotator weighed about 20 
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pounds, so that was one heck of a moment arm 
(72 feet times 50 pounds = 3600 ft-lbs). 


Sure enough, one day my fears were justified. I 
had just completed some routine maintenance 
and was cranking the tower back up. When it 
got to about 30 degrees from horizontal, one of 
the pulleys in the cable system broke. The tower 
plus antenna plus rotator came down and hit the 
ground with a big “whump”. Our Miniature 
Schnauzer Heidi was sniffing around the yard 
all this time, and when the tower went “whump”, 
all I saw of her 
were back legs 
and hind end 
quickly heading 
away from the 
tower. 


Two of the 8- 
foot sections 
were damaged 
beyond repair, 
so it went back 
up several 
weeks later as a 
56-footer. 
When I was 
cranking it back 
up, I noticed 
that now the antenna just cleared the top of the 
tree just east of the tower. I just knew this would 
be a problem in the future as the tree grew. 


Several years later we had some pretty good 
winds that did some minor damage to the 40m 
inverted-vee on this tower, so I had to crank the 
tower over to fix it. Sure enough, the tree had 
grown enough in the past several years to snag 
one of the elements of the LPDA. By the time I 
got the tower down, the element was bent about 
45 degrees from straight starting right at the 
boom. Bending it back was easy, but you could 
see that the initial bending plus my bending it 
back now caused a weak point in the tubing. That 
means another future problem brewing. 


Makes you want to put a vertical on the roof 
and call it quits.

The SGC 2020 is a single-sideband only transciever with 
variable power up to 20 watts.. My 2020 has been upgraded 
by SGC to the first level of DSP processing which noticably 
reduces noise when it’s enabled (via the front panel). The 
radio has 20 memory settings. 


The SSB receive bandwidth can be varied from about 500 
Hz to 2.7 KHz max. A simple modification of a circuit in 
the radio enables xmit over the entire 1.8-30 MHz band. 
The QMS-7 automatically tunes to the transmitter frequency 
from (I think 80 meters to 60 MHz in a few milliseconds. 
The SGC whip ant. is 9' long and is built for this tuner. 


I have used the 2020 in my truck as a sw receiver. I had it 
connected to a 9' fiber glass cb ant. The 2020 has amaz- 
ingly good audio and it’s built like a tank. That was the key 


factor in my decision to buy it.
